BERLIN, April 26.—The American

Members of the Cabinet congrat-

-since, as they thought, with any ex- 
cuse welcome to France she would 
have rejected the new German pro- 
posals, had shé been approached di- 
rectly. 

It is generally believed here now 
that no effort and sacrifice must 
be spared, but that the present ne- 
gotiations with America’s aid may 
lead to tangible results. 


Hughes Made Informal Inquiries. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The rejec- 
tion of the German proposals on repara- 
tions by the French Government would 
naturally be followed by a communica- 
tion from Secretary Hughes to the Ger- 
man Government explaining that the 
proposals are unsatisfactory and that 
the United States does not feel at liberty 
iu transmit: them formally to the allied 
powers. . 

As the communications which passed 
today between Secretary Hughes and 
the allied Governments through their 
Ambassadors in Washington have been 
entirely, ‘‘informal’’ they have con- 
structively never taken place. In these 
oircumstances Mr. Hughes is at liberty 
to say to.the German Government on 
the responsibility of the Government of 
the United States without mentioning 
the veto of the French Government in 
any way, that the United States regards 
the German proposals as unsatisfactory 
and does not care to submit them to the 
allied poyers. 

In his informal memorandum respond- 
ing to the request of the German Govern- 
ment that the United States act as arbi- 
trator ‘or mediator in the reparations 
issue, Secretary Hughes said that the 
United States would ‘* consider *’ 
whether it would transmit to the Allies 
any proposals for an adjustment of the 
reparations question. _Constructively he 
has not transmitted the German note to 
the Allies. 

That the Harding Administration will 
not drop its effort to bring about a set- 
tlement because of the French veto is 
rather generally believed here, where 
the feeling is that thia Government con- 
siders the situation as justifying every 
effort that may properly be made to end 
the perturbing situation that has arigen 
through the failure of the Allies and 
Germany to reach an understanding as 
to the amount of the reparations and the 
manner of their payment. here is no 
authoritative statement in this connec- 
ion, howéver, and the theory that Mr. 
Hughes will continue his efforts is based 


upon general knowledge of the strong 
desire: of the Administration ta have the.

PARIS, April 26.—The text of the new German reparations proposals, obtained by THE NEw YorK 


TIMES tonight, is ds-follows: 


The American Government has. by its memo- 
‘randum made it possible once more to solve the 
reparations problem by negotiation before meas- 
ures of constraint render this problem insoluble. 
The German Government appreciates the full im- 
portance of this action of the American Govern- 
ment. It has endeavored in the following pro- 
posals to put forward the maximum ef what can 
F x a ~ 
be offéred by Germany even in the most favor- 
able situation., These proposals are as follows: 
—Germany declares herself ready to undertake 
for thepurpose of reparations a total en- 
gagement of 50,000,000,000 marks gold present 
value. Germany ‘is also ready to pay the value 
of tHis sum in annuities suited to her capacity of 
production up to an ultimate total of 200,000,000,- 
000 marks gold. Germany will carry out this en- 
gagement of payment in the following form: 
—Germany will immediately issue an inte 
tional loan, the amount, rate of interest and 


amortization of which are to be agreed upon. 
Germany will take part in this loan, and will 


«give it extensive advantages. She will establish 
it on such a basis thaé an extremely high sub- 
‘scription figure can be expected. The proceeds 
of this loan will be put at the disposal of the 
Allies. 


—Germany will pay, to the extent of her ca- 
pacity, the interest and redemption of the 
total sum to be paid which is not covered by the 
international loan. ‘Germany considers actually 
to this end as possible an annual interest of 4 per 
cent. only. 


—Germany is disposed to permit the allied 
powers to share in an improvement of her fi- 
nancial and economic situation: Amortization of 
the sum remaining must thefefore fake-a variable 
form. “In ease of improvement this amortization, 
for which there will have to be established a 
scheme based on an index, would be raised. In 
case the situation should become worse the amor- 
tization would be loweréd in a corresponding pro- 
portion: 
—To get clear as soon as possible of the re- 
mainder, Germany wishes to collaborate with 
all her forces in the reconstruction of the devas- 
She considers reconstruction as 
the most urgent basis of reparation and as capa- 
ble of attenuating in the most direct.manner the

Efforts. of ‘Another Power to Mediate 


Balked by German Press 
 Indiscretions. 


. BERLIN, April 26 (Associated Press). 
| Speaking in the Reichstag today with 
regard. to: reparations, Dr. Walter Si- 
‘mons, the Foreign Minister, . declared 
that as the Reichstag had regarded Ger- 
many’ s offer to the Allies, made at the 
recent London conference, too high, the 
members cowd not take the new’ offer 
sent. through the United States [and 
made public. here today] on the basis 
of an increase over the previous Ger- 


man offer, but only on a.different basis. 

The neutral experts,.- Dr. Simons con- 
tinued, unfortunately had over-éstimat- 
ed Germany’s’ capacity to pay. He said. 
that he had always emphasized“the fact 
that he was ready to enter into new 


hegotiations. The Government had been 
compelled to adopt that’ attitude ; in view 


of the enormous difficulties of the sit- 
uation for Germany. 

“The Foreign Minister said that he had 
not sought mediation by neutral Gov- 
ernments, nor had he altered his opinion 
of the demands made by the Allies at 
Paris since the London Conference, The 
Foreign Minister, admitted that he had 


hoped he could come to an understand- 
ing: direct with France, but that the 
feeling there was such that he had been 
unable to retain that hope. Therefore, 
there remained only one ‘power to turn 
to, neither neutral nor one of thé Allies, 


and that was the United States, 
Another power, Dr, Simons added, had 


offered its good offices, but its efforts 
were balked by the indiscretions of the 
German press. Thus far he had not 
allowed proceedings to be taken against 
the. offending newspapers for. high 
treason, but he declared that he knew 
pretty well ‘‘ why in Germany. no policy 
could be followed without somebody 
spoking the Government's wheel.’ 

The Foreign Minister said that it was 
the Government's duty to take its new 
step, not from fear of new penalties but 
owing entirely to the false views enter- 


tained abroad regarding the reparations 


question. 

“That step was unusual,’ he om 
‘but al great leader, who has acknowl- 
edged himself a supporter of the idea o 
arbitration, can act as arbitrator, espe- 
cially as he has been advised by a great 


lawyer and trusted by the people of 
the United States with the highest judi- 
cial office.’ We have appealed on the 
principle of justice. Is that cringing be- 


fore our opponents? In my opinion it 
tet present we must yield to the 
threats of the Reparations Commission. 
We wanted to put our views clearly, 
hence we chose this form in accordance 
not with German, but American juridical 
opinion, and, therefore, consulted. Amer- 
icah counsel. I'am convinced that-this 
step will be judged later differently than

The idea of a loan in America, said 
Dr. Simons, had not been favorably en- 
tertained there, but Germany, neverthe- 
leds, had madé efforts in that direction. 
He said that the question of an interna- 
tional loan would have to be discussed 
with the Allies and international. finan- 
ciers. He hoped that neutrals also 
would assist. 

The remnants of the old Gedrman 
financial resources, Dr. Simons con- 
tinued, would have to be used to relieve 
the German people of their opeations 
under the .Versailles Treaty. Up to the 
present, he said, she had adhered to the 
standpoint that Germany had already 
given the value of the 20,000,000,000 gold 
marks payable before. May R er- 
many’s opponents had estimated the 
value of the ships turned over at a 
ridiculougly low figure, he said, but per- 
haps the’ value of the ships had depre- 
ciated. Hence Germany had offered an- 
other 1,000,000,000 gold markg. 


No Decision on Handing Over Gold. 


The Cabinet, the Minister said, had 
not yet reached a decision regarding 
France’s demand that Germany hand 
over the Reichbank gold reserves.

The Archdeason, who is over 60, was 
aecused of staying openly at.a small 
hotel in Peterborough, the next cathe- 
dral town to .his own, with a woman 
not his wife on March 14 and 15, and 
on Good Friday of last year. He made 
no attempt at concealment, registered 
in hig own name and wore apron and 
gaiters, the characteristic garb of the

WANTS DAUGHERTY .

SPECTRA TELL STAR SPEED. 


Dr. Adams Says He Can Determine 
Stars’ Position and Rate of Motion. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Through 
enalysis of star spectra, r. W..S. 


Adams of Pasadena, announced to the 
National Academy of Scientists today 
that he had determined. to his own ane 
his associates’ satisfaction that the! 
sition of stars as well as their direct on 
and rate of movement coum be ac- 
crrately estimated. The lief was ex- 
pressed that the metho might be 
wlilized to settle the long-discussed 
question of whether all-stars. revolved 
about a common ‘centre. 

Star spectra, vary as to ‘‘ degree of 
brightness,’’. explained Dr. Adams, who 
since 1910 has been assistant director of 
the: Mount Wilson Observatory. This 
fact had been used as the basts for his 
new methodsof measurement, he added. 
Heretofore, he continued, stellar - dis- 
tances had been determined by triangu- 
lation, an unsatisfactory method at best 
because of the great distances involved.

‘‘Approval of the bill,’’ said Judge 
Collins, ‘‘ would utterly destroy the con- 
structive work of five years’ legislation, 
including two years’ intensive study by 
a& joint committee of the Legislature. 
Forbidding doctors to prescfibe and 
making urlawful possession of.drugs a 
felohy would threaten a public calamity. 
Thousands: of addicts would be without 
means of immediate treatment. Exist- 
ing hospitals could not cope with the 
particular forces, nor could new hos- 
pitals be provided quickly enough to 
meet the situation.’’ 

Judge Collins said ‘approval ,of the 


measuré would ieave at least: 20,000 
addicts in New York City without any 
chance ,of getting the care their afflié- 
tion calls*for. He refuted the suggés- 
tion, made by speakers who had Fists 
ceded him, that most of the addicts 
Were denizens of the underworld. 

Former Senator William C. Whitney, 
author of the present narcotic drug law, 
appeared in favor of the Lord bill, which 
would abolish the present Narcotic Drug 
Control Commission, but would provide 
for the continuation of ‘ambulatory. 
treatment—permitting physicians to pre- 
scribe the drugs in quantity to addicts 
for seélf-administration. Senator~Smith 
Baid it was essential that the family 
physician should have the right ta pre- 
scribe or dispense drugs to patients suf- 
féring from addiction.

Ex-Ambassador , Says. ‘Indemnity, 
Russia and Our Attitude Are 
Biggest Problems.

John W. Davis, former Ambassador to 
Great Britain, said yesterday at the 
annual luncheon of The Associated Press 
in thé Waldorf that world , stability 
awaited three things—settlemeht of the! 
amount of the German indemnity, resto- 
ration of ordér in Russia. and definition 
of America’s attitude toward world 
problems created by the war. 

. Speaking after a letter from President 
Harding. had been read, Mr. Davis as- 


| serted that ‘‘ this fs neither the time nor 


the place for any discourse on American 
foreign policy,” and added: 

‘‘ Certainly those on whose shoulders 
the burden rests are entitled to every 
opportunity to formulate their policy 
without premature. criticism: or uh- 
solicited. advice.'’ . 

President Harding wrote a tribute to 
the servicé of the American press dur- 
ing the war, and said that it was a mat- 
ter of regret that he could not attend 
the gathering of the publishers, scores 
of whom he knew when he was Warren 
G. Harding, President of the Harding 
Sang pompany. and editor of The 
Marion ily Star: As such, he has 
been present at many of these meetings. 

A year of unprecedented expansion of 
the’ facijities of The Associated Press 
throughout the world was set forth in 
the annual report to the Directors, point- 
ing to more efficient agencies, stretch- 
ing out over the globe gathering accu- 
rate news reports for the 1,258 mem- 
bers of the great co-operative organiza- 
tion. Staffs in Europe and South Amer- 
ica have been expanded, the mileage of 
leased wires in this country increased 
by 4,600, so that the total now is 9,432 
miles, and the number of mechanical de- 
vices largely increased. ' 

After the toast to the President of the 
United States, the ‘following letter was 
read by Frank B. Noyes, head of The 
Associated Press: . 


The President’s Greeting. 


Dear Mr. Noyes: I would be very 
grateful if on the occasion of the an- 
nuai luncheon of The Associated Press 
you would express to the gathering 
my great regret that public engage- 
ments make it impossible for me to 
accept the invitation to be present. 
The opportunity to meet, so pleasantly 
a& company of fellow-newspaper men 
such as will there. be gathered, pre- 
sents a real tempetation to play tru- 
ant and join you, but it seems quite 
impossible. \ 

As a. newspaper. publisher I am dis- 
posed to arrogate to myself a bit of 
special qualification to judge the ser- 
vice that the journalistic press has 
rendered to our country in the diffi- 
cult period through which we have 
passed, and which is not yet ended. 
1 know how earnestly and effectively 
the press tried to hold up the. hands 
of all who were carrying forward 
our nation’s activities during the war. 
On the other hand, my service in pub- 
lic life gave me some special insight 
into the relations between the Gov- 
ernment and the instrumentalities of 
_ publicity. No more unqualified, intel- 
ligént and patriotic service was ren- 
dered to .the nation and the great 
cause, than that so.freely-given by: the 
newspapers. Looking back ‘upon it as 
one of the chief assets on the side 
‘of national morals, I cannot but be- 
speak a continuance of the lofty 
motives that inspired it, and of the 
generous, considerate, helpful attitude.

BAPTISTS OPPOSE BLUE LAW 


Ministers in Baltimore Against Sab- 
bath Enforcement by Law.

BALTIMORE, Md., April 26.—Action 
by the Baptist ministers in declaring. 
that they were opposed to efforts to en- 
force Sabbath observance by law or 
thus to impose any other religious obli- 
gation’ upon the people of the State 
caused some stir today among the more 
extreme advocates of blue laws.

DEVLIN OPENS FIGHT 
ON ULSTER UNIONISTS 


Nationalist Leader Sees No Hope 
in Government's Effort for 
Peace in Ireland. 


BELFAST, “April 26. (Associated 


Press.)—Joseph Dev lin, -who has re- 
turned to Ulster to direct the Nationalist 
campaign, in an interview today termed 
the recent proclamation issued by Sir 
James Craig, the Ulster Unionist leader,. 
as ‘‘the greatest ‘example of political 
bankruptcy I ever saw.’’ He character- 
ized it as ‘‘ the statement of a man 
groping in the dark, not knowing where 
he is or what he is there for. It is not 


a statement of policy.’ ne continued, 

‘only an evasion. he talks about the 
Unionists’ ‘ great cause.’ It is the first 
duty of -a leader to state his cause. 
Craig does not teH us what his cause is, 
unless it is to cut off six counties “from 
(reland.’ 

Regarding the possibility of a settle- 
ment of the Irish’ question by negotia- 
tion, “Mr. Devlin was extremely _pes- 
simistic. He did not doubt that Lord 
Derby had come to ireland with creden- 
tials from Premier Lloyd George, but, 
he added,)‘‘it is apparent from Lord 
Derby’s own statement of his visit that 
he accomplished nothing. Representa- 
tives of the Government come over and 
palaver abstractions, trying to ‘ explore’ 
the Irish people’s minds, but get no- 
where. If the Gover nment is sincere in 
its protestations that it wants peace 
the only thing for it to do is to state 
definitely the maximum concessions it is 
willing to grant Ireland.’ 

The efforts of Sir Horace Plunkett 
and the Irish Dominion League to bring 
Ulster and southern Ireland into accord 
he dismissed as futile. In this connec- 
tion it is learned in other quarters that 
Sir Horace came to Belfast on Friday 
to talk to the Unionist leaders, but 
neither Sir James Craig nor the others 
would see him. . 

On. all sides apprehension is expressed 
that the elections will be made-the oc- 
casion of renewal of the rioting. which 
resulted in much bloodshed last Sum- 
mer and Autumn.

La Follette Displays in Senate War, 
7 Poster Quoting Wilson. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—The con- 
flict in Ireland. is ‘‘ merely the old 
struggle . between imperialism and na- 
tionalism,’’ Senator LaFollette, Repub- 
lican, Wisconsin, declared today in the 
Senate in continuing to urge support of 
his resolution in behalf of recognition 
of the ‘‘ Irish Republic.’’ 

The Wisconsin Senator attacked “the 
British policy in Ireland as deserving 
‘‘ the condemnation of the, world,’’ and 
with respect to that policy added: 

‘It is without warrant in “law or 
morals. It is founded on falsehood and 
greed, and unless arrested it can come 
to no issue except the extermination of 
the Irish people.”’ 


Declaring that the British Government : 


assured the Irish people of their inde- 
pendence several times during the war, 
Senator LaFollette displayed one of the 
recruiting posters used by, the British, 
quoting Pre sident Wilson as pledging the 
United States ‘‘ to make not only the 
liberties of America secure, but the liber- | 
ties of every other people as well.’’ | 

“ Accepting Great Britain’s word with | 
the United States as a guarantor for the! 
fulfillment of pledges,’’ said Senator La- 
Follette, ‘‘ Ireland responded with 300,000 
men to face death ip the trenches for 
the Allies‘under the British flag to aid 
them in the fight for small nationalities 
under the specific apd that Ireland 
was fighting to be as free as America.’ 

Senator Reed, Democrat, Missouri, dis- 
puted the Wisconsin Senator’s claim that 
the “t pledge’ of President Wilson was 
binding on the United States.

Yale Professor “Tells Chemical 
Society Liquid Fuel Can Be 
Made From Moist Vegetation. 





ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 26.—H. N. 
Whitford of the Yale School of Forestry 
told the'American Chemical Society’ in 
its annual meeting here today that alco- 
hol could be manufactured ftom. the 
moist vegetation of tropttal forcsts, and 
jungles could be utilized to avert a fu- 
ture scarcity for fuel for driving automo- 
biles. There is an abundance of alco- 
hol in tropical vegetation, he said, but 
the difficulty lay in finding the means 
of manufacturing it profitably. 

““ The evidence is conclusive,’’ said Mr. 
Whitford, ‘' that the trypical sun has the

SHIPPING STRIKE ISSUES. 
So many are distressed by the cost 


sistance to the proposal for the nego- 
tiation of a lower wage scale excites 
no wonder. There is. some surprise 
“that they should select a time when 
50 many are unemployed, and when 
the sympathy fér the jobless makes it 
difficult to sympathize with those who 
quarrel with their jobs. A_ strike 
without an offer of submission to con- 
sideration of the merits by honorable 
men, disinterested in the controversy, 
and competent to consider its relations 
to public interests, starts wrong and 
puts an obstacle in the way of appeal- 
ing to public opinion. ; 

That is particularly so,in this case, 
The workers put their worst foot for- 
ward when their list of demands starts 
with these proposals: ; 

That preference in all cases be given 
to members of the unions; that the Sea 

Service Bureau of the United States 
Shipping Board be abolished; that the 
unions ‘have~-the right “and power to 
pass on the competency and qualifica- 
tions of applicants for seagoing jobs. 

There are others, but these will suf- 
fice to show why the strikers cannot 
entirely win their fight, and have 
made it necessary that they must 
make concessions. The sixth of the 
sixteen principles in the decision of 
the Railway Labor Board announces 
anew that no discrimination can be 
made between unions and non-union- 


labor organizations. No American Gov- 
ernment body ever has recognized, or 
can ever recognize, classes in. its cit- 
izenry regarding. their right to earn 
their living in their own way. There is 
no-proscription of unionists, but their 
fundamental law forbids them to work 
beside non-ynionists. That is the secret 
and the justification of what Mr. 
GomPgERs calts the war on the closed 
shop. 

In the shipping strike the demand 
for the closed shop means that prefer- 
ence would be given to union foreign- 
ers over noh-union Americans. The 
demand for the abolition of the. Ship- 
ping Board’s Sea Service. Bureau is 
practically a strike against the Gov- 
ernment rather than against. their.em- 
ployers. The demand that the unions 
shall judge the competency of seamen 
would put that duty in the hands of 
irresponsible unions insteadeof in the 
hands of those responsible for’ the 
safety of ships and contents, includ- 
img paSsengers. Admiral Benson de- 
clares that he cannot ‘accede to such 
demands; and he will be supported in 
that position in the conference which 
he has called for today.

DISARMAMENT LOGIC IN THE 
HOUSE. 

Friends of disarmament in the 
House of Representatives seem’ to be 
unable to discuss the subject without 
falling foul of logic. In the debate 
on. Monday Representative ParTrick 
H. Keer of Michigan easily ied ‘the 
field in reasons why the United States 
should have. the most powerful navy 
to prove its fidelity to the principle of 
limiting armaments in the interests of 
universal peace. -‘‘ This, tremendous 
‘load of military. equipment that is 
‘* put upon’the shoulders of the world 
* certainly ought,” said Mr. KELEy, 
‘* to be -lifted,.and America ought to 
‘‘ play her part in. helping to lift it.” 
And how should America play her 
part? Not by calling a conference of 
the nations to agree to lessen the 
‘- load of “military equipment ’—not 
just, now, anyway. “Let America go 
on building’ warships, adding dread- 
nought to dreadnought,’ until the 
strongest navy flew her flag. That 
would be in three or four years. Then 
‘we could offer, said this advocate of 
peace. through limitation of~ arma- 
ments, ‘‘ to-make a proportionate re- 
duction of the navies of the world.’” 
It does not seem to have occurred to 
Mr. Kg.iey, who puts himself forward 
to speak for the President, that the 
scaling down could be ‘done by inter- 
national agreement now, and with a 
welcome lightening ofthe burden of 
taxation. 

All that a plain man can make of 
this argument is that the three-year 
program must be completed to the 
last’ ship, if it takes three .or four or 
five years, ,-because the Repyblican 
Party -has decided that the United 
States shall have a .navy not only 
equal to Great Britain’s, but 30 per 
cent. superion, cost what it may, and 
without regard to’the wisdom of re- 
ducing armaments. It is a_ policy 
that forees competition in building 
warships and. auxiliaries ypon Great 
Britain and ‘Japan. The - supporters 


Great Britain is inconceivable, and 
they. are well aware that the United 
States fleet is twice as strong “ey 
as Japan's. 

Representative THEODORE E. BUuR- 
TON, a veteran who prides himself 
upon being, as he says, ‘‘ a loyer of 
peace," has ‘introduced ‘a resolution 
authorizing the President to invite 
Great Britain and Japan to participate 
with the United States in a,disaérma- 
ment conference: Neverthelesg he 
succumbed to the special pleading of 
Mr. KELLEY. Mr. Burton wanted it 
understood that he was ‘‘ reluctant to 
vote for this bill,’’ but he could. not 
see his ‘‘ way clear to vote against 
it.’ ‘‘ But I do say this,’’ he added, 
‘‘it is time for international negotia-

PLAYS FOR-THE BLIND. 

Another use for the Town Hall is to 
give plays for the blind. Scenery be- 
ing quite superfluous, it is as good as 
any theatre—better than most, for it 
seats 1,500, which is half again as 
many as the ordinary playhouse. This 
afternoon the company which is pre- 
senting ARNOLD BENNETT'S phantasy, 
‘“The Great Adventure,’’ at the 
Neighborhood Playhouse in Grand 
Street, will come uptown and give a 
sceneless performance on the Town 
Hall platform. This is done at the re- 
quest of the Ziegler-Blind Magazine. 
Because of the size of the Town Hall, 
all of the blind in New York, Brooklyn 
and Jersey City who are physically 
able—some 1,200—can be accommo- 
dated with their guides. There have 
been similar performances before, but 
this is the first time that all could be 
welcomed. 

Playgoers to whom a play is synon- 
ymous with a ‘‘ show” can scarcely 
conceive how little a piece like ‘‘ The 
;Great Adventure ’’ depends upon what 
meets the eye. Very soon after the 
rise of the curtain, few are consctous 
ofyscenery, especially if it is good. A 
description such as is given the blind 
serves every essential purpose. Atten- 
tion‘is fixed upon the people in the 
play and the unfolding story. Un- 
questionably, the blind will lose’by not 
seeing the actors; facial play, physical 
movement and gesture are a large part 
of histrionic, art. But two things are 
more important, the actor’s voice and 
‘the imagination of the auditor. The 


the prime means of expression; when 
properly used’ it paints countless shad- 
ings of ‘mood,’ conveys countless in- 
flections of meaning. The imagina- 
tion of the auditor is the real pro- 
tegonist in any performance. If a 
play has the magic to kindle it, all 
else is secondary; and if it leaves the 
imagination. cold or ‘inert, no splendor 
of costume and scenery can please, 
For most playgoers no experience 
could be more illuminating than to. go 
to the Town-Hall this afternoon blind- 
folded, In all probability certain epi-

Ready 
to print in either French, English or, 
German, they have developed an enor- 
mous output. 

From no .single source, however, 
has there come such a mass of printed 
pages as from the International 
Labor Office at Geneva. This branch 
of the Léague of Nations has shown 
a mania for getting into type. Its 
range of Publications has been wide, 
and constantly is being , exipnded. 
There was, to begin with, its weekly 
Official Bulletin. To this was soon 
added the Daily Intelligence. Now 
comes the first number of its Inter- 
national Labor Review. Besides’there 
must, be reckoned in the occasional 
issue ‘of Studies and Reports, as well. 
as the Bibliographical Service, thé 
Legislative Service, &c. 

Some of this material is of undoubt- 
ed value. But the larger: part of it 
would be, we believe, considered by 
disiriterested Judges a waste of paper 
and inky Take the/first issue of. the 
International Labor Review. “Its 150 
pages contain an intolerable amount 
of padding, such as an article by 
Professor COMMONS already, printed 
in the United States, useless tables 
showing the ‘‘ metric and. British sys- 
tems of weights and measures,” the 
value of the dollar and the pound in 
foreign currenciés, and much other 
superfluous matter. It is, of course, 
intelligible that the ~ International 
Labor Office should seek to magnify 
its importance and display evidence of 
great activity. But it is plain that 
there ought to be some: restraint on 
its passion for filling the. world with 
its publications.. Already. there “has 
been complaint that the Office is 
proving too costly. A big saving in 
its printing bills could be made to the 
advantage of all concerned.

_** Manufacturers, jobbers, wholesalers, 
retailers, laborers,” he.sajd, ‘are all 
in* some sort of combination to frustrate 
this -fundamental law of economics. 
Each is out to ‘get his’ first.” 

This condition, the Controller declared, 
was the underlying cause of industrial 
and business paralysis and had brought 
prices to the point where there was no 
relation between value and selling 
prices: Consumers knew this, he as- 
serted, and were determined to buy no 
more than absolutely necessary in a 
market “thus unconscionably fixed.” 

Vital readjustment of .wages must 
come, he asserted, before there could be 
permanent reconstruction and industrial 
readjustment. 

“ But how can we, a nation’ of business 
Mr. Crissinger continued, ;** ex- 
pect wage earners to agree to this while 
the middleman not only passes on his 
losses. to the consumer, but exacts a 
reasonable profit on replacements? "’- 

Economic evolution would be a failure,

The downward tendency in prices con- 
tinued in yesterday’s trading on the local 
wholesale markets, the majority of the 
staples in the subjoined table showing 
declines when compared with Monday’s.

Ahead of’ Time, Despite — 
the StateLaw. _ / 


to Chastise Capital Citizens for 
Setting Clocks: Ahead. 


Special to The New York Times. 
HARTFORD, April 26.—Brotight ‘to the 
Capitol an hour ahead of the time they 
bad set for resuming ‘their sesston, be- 
cause. the New. York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad has changed its time 
tables to conform to daylight saving 
time, members of. the Connecticut As- 
sembly sat on the benches in Bushnell 
Park this morning and discussed meas-' 
ures of punishment for Hartford and 
.other cities which have. defied the State 
anti-daylight saving law’and, put their 
clocks an hour ahead of standard time, 
- The legislators .this afternoon defied 
the setting sun and held ~ committee 
hearings on standard time, sitting s0 
late that when they finished, the rest 


] of the Capital had been closed for hours, 


and all Hartford was at dinner. When 
‘the luncheon gong at the Capitol sounded 
this noon at 11 o'clock, standard time, 
the House members passed a resolution 
appointing a committee of three to as- 
certain who had dared to attempt day- 
light saving and by whose authority 
certain State officers had advanced their 
business hours by one hour. Again at 
4 o’clock, standard time, the -big gong 
disturbed deliberations when it sounded 
the ‘signal that. business was through 
with for the day, one hour earlier than 
last week. 

Very loudly and very earnestly, Rep- 
resentative Bell of Salisbury, who used 
to be a lawyer in Mount Vernon,-N. Y., 
deplored the attitude of the press, which 
he said, making a joke of the con- 
test “betweeri rebellious Hartford and 
the Legislature, the supreme law-mak- 
ing body of the State. 


more were indighant wnen he read an 
editorial in a New York newspaper, and 
the House, without objection, acceded 
to the request of Representative 
Adriance .R. Wadsworth of Farmington 
to make the order‘ of the day at noon, 
Thursday—standard time, noon, he em-~- 
phasized—his resolution to chastise flip- 
pant and rebellious Hartford by _ sus- 
pending its charter until it repented and 
promised to be good and respectful.to 
the Legislature. 

The Templeton hardware factory of 
Waterbury, owned. by Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Charles A. Templeton, was one of 
the big Connecticut plants which today 
adopted daylight saving. : 

Hartford settled down to daylight sav- 
ing in earnest today, with most business 
clocks moved ahead, and little commer- 
was heard except that the subject was 
now a closed issue. Insurance com- 
panies reported no delay in the arrival 
of employes. At Union Station the main 
difference was the heavy demand for 
time tables, it was said, many persons 
heeding the advice to “take a time 
table before you take a train.”  ~, 

Factory employes’ are coming in on the 
advanced trains and trolleys as formerly 
and their work day hours are over one 
hour earlier by the sun than usual. The 
markets experienced no. difficulty _ in 
handling their trade Monday as usual. 
The afternoon rush came and went and 
was over in the same relation to closing 
hours as before the change. The tro} 
leys stopped running one hour earlier 
than usual at midnight, but as most of 
the theatres had begun their programs 
an henr earlier, patrons found trans- 

rtation normal. *\
